The totals were reached without any spe- 
cial, ceremony at the assessors’ building at 
76 Fifth avenue. About half of the usual 
force was at work and ae fast as the clerks 
brought in the totals of the remaining towns 
Chief Clerk Haines footed them up. North 
Chicago was the last, with a total assessed 
valuation—one-fifth of the cash—of $8,788,801. 
Last year the amount was $8,571,947. 

If wae close to 5 o'clock when the clerks 
had finished and as there were one or two 
books from New Trier to hear from they de- 
elded to quit until today. They have been 
working every night until 11 o’clock and 
about all the amusement they get is on Sat- 
urday, when most of them go to the ball 
game.

Explain Smallness of Gain. 

At a first glance it would seem that the 
total cash valuation should be much larger 
There was added to the personal] property 
this year $15,000,000 from the estate of Mar- 
shall Field and around $3,000,000 from the 
estates of Marshall Field Jr.. W. W. Kim- 
ball, and EB. G. Keith. It is exp'aired, how- 
ever, by the assessors that the board of re- 
view made substantial reductio-s from the 
figures as returned by the asstssors last 
year, and that some banks, inciuding the 
Chicago National, went out of buriness. 

“ All over the city,’’ said Secrevery W. H. 
Weber of the board of assessors in the even- 
ing at his home in Blue Island, “ we found 
that the business houses had reduced their 
schedules slightly from those they returned 
the year previous. That is something that 
we have to contend with eve:y year, but 
this year we passed more schecules than 
usual for the reason that the Supreme court 
has held that when any increases are mads 
the items must be specified. 


Walsh. Banks Off List. 

“In the First ward, included in the south 
town, we took off the Chicago National, the 
Equitable Trust, and Home Savings bank, 
which made a material reduction in the total 
valuation, notwithstanding a few smalier 
banks were added. 

“ The decrease in Hyde Park is due largely 
to the fact that the board of review last year 
took off something like $1,000,000, mostly in 
consequence of complaints from the residents 
of apartment buildings.: In Bloom and Calu- 
met the increase was due to additional manu- 
facturing industries, and in Bremen the Mid- 
lothian club added considerably to its per- 
sonal property schedule. 

“The tncrease tn Cicero was due to the 
establishment of the plant of the Western 
Electric company, and Jefferson is a rapidly 
growing town, which accounts for the in- 
crease in that neighborhood. 

“Lake View shows a considerable de- 
érease, which Is due to the fact that we left 
off this year a large number of small house- 
holders, although we did not overlook any of 
those who should be paying taxes. The de- 
crease in Provieo is due to the reduction of 
the plant of the American Canning com- 
pany.” 

Mr. Weber said $1,000,000 had been added’ 
in thei west town, notwithstanding the as- 
sessed valuation, as a whole, shows a slight 
decrease from that of 1006. 

The figures compiled by the assessors are 
not final. . They will be passed on during the 
enming three months by the board of review, 
which, judging from the experience of past 
The reviewers hear complaints and correct 
what appears to be inequalities and injustices 
in the levy. They, seldom are called on to 
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increase assessments.

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MONT TENNES SLUGGED AGAIN 


Neuianel Loser Attacks Gambler 
Near His Residence. 


CALLS “WELCHER”; STRIKES 


Unknown Assailant Escapes Despite 
Search by Victim. 


Mont Tennes, saloonkeeper, racehorse own- 
er, and one of thée most extensive hand- 
book operators in the city, wae called «a 
“welcher” and beaten yesterday afternoon 
within half a block of his own residence at 
404 Belden avenue. His assailant, who is 
unknown to any ene but Tennes; escaped 
down an alles. 

This is the second time within two years 
that the “hanébook king” has been at- 
tacked on the street and branded with gam- 
bier’s black word “ welcher.’’ In October, 
1905, he was assaulted on the same corner 
by men who said they had lost at his gaming 
tables abd who wanted to “get even.” It 
is believed that the same motives of revenge 
Ervepted the man’ seca made the latest at 
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Stroif vuberrantea’ by Assailant. 

The assault occurred at 8 o’clock in the 
afternoon at Lincoln and Belden avenues. 
Tennes, accompanied by his wife, was stroll- 
ing down the street, swinging his cane. In 
front of the saloon of James Wahout a short, 
heavily built man approached him. The man 
, was well dressed and wore a slouch hat. No 
one who witnessed the accident could tell 
whether he came out of the saloon, and Wa- 
hout and his bartenders denied seeing the 
man at all. 

“Il want to see you a minute, Tenres,”’ said 
the stranger. 

The gambler, who was looking for @ car, 
spoke to his wife and crossed the sidewalk 
in front of the door of the saloon. 

* Mont, you —— welcher, take that!” cried 
the short man when Tennes came within 
reach, and He swung hard on the gambler's 
jaw, knocking him against the. building. 
Tennes staggered. His wife screamed and 
started “to run toward the two. Before 
Tennes could get his wits together he had 
received several more short jabs in the face, 
He made a wild pass, but» his assailant 
ducked and suddenly turned and'‘ran down 
the street. 


Flees, Making More Threats. 

“You'll get more than that some day,”’ 
he cried as he turned into an alley. 

**Get that fellow,’’ shouted Tennes to the 
crowd that gathered round him, but no one 
made a move. Tennes was not badly hurt. 

With his wife he returned to his house. 
Half an hour later Tennes emerged alone. 
He went into Wahout’s saloon and made 
inquiries as to whether the man who had 
hit him had been around there. He appeared 
suspicious of the negative answers. 

“I don't know him, but I belleve some of 
you fellows do,”’ he said. 

After searching the neighborhood awhile 
he went home again. A few minutes later a 
reporter called. 


Spends Evening in Seclusion. 
“Not at home,” said his pretty, brown 
eyed daughter. ‘‘ He has gone to a funeral, 
and then he is going ‘to take supper with 
a m He won't be home at all.’”

Record of Previous Attack. 

Three men participated in the previous

and a diamond pin from his necktie. The 
diamonds were worth $1,000.

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POLICE CHARGE DUNNE PULL 


Stanton Avenue Sergeant Reputed 
Saved by Influence. 


RAN AN AOCOUNT IN SALOON. 


Prendergast Shewn to Have Been 
Drinking Despite Denials. 


The police department was stirred last 
night with gossip that political influence 
brought to bear by Mayor Dunne’s father, 
Patrick W. Dunne, had intervened in the 
scandal that resulted in the transfer of 
Lieut. Roger Mulcahy and Desk Sergeant T. 
Prendergast of the Stanton. avenue station. 

It was the talk in some of the south 
side stations that the charges against the 
desk sergeant will be dropped when his case 
is called for hearing before the police trial 
board this week. 

The story that Mayor Dunne had ignored 
Chief Collins in attempting to hush up the 
matter and shield the police official who as- 
serted that In ten years he “had had noth- 
ing stronger to drink than ice cream sodas ” 
was repeated in several stations. Rumor had 
it that the transfer of the warring officials, 
ordered last Tuesday, less than twenty-four 
hours before thé meeting of the police trial 
board, was the work of Mayor Dunne and not 


because of any. action taken by Chief Collins, 


Claim “Pull” Used by Sergeant. 


“ Prendergast lon&® has been a friend of 


the Dunne family,” asserted one official, 
‘‘and when trouble overtook him he at once 
made use of his ‘pull.’ It is understood that 
Mulcahy had ‘the goods’ on him and the 
charges of Intoxication and insubordination 
preferred by his commanding officer were 
well founded. 

“The interference undoubtedly will tend 
to demoralize the police force and will result 
im commanding officers first ascertaining just . 
what personal conneotions unruly policemen 
have.” 

Account Run in Saloon. 

While Sergeant Prendergast asserted he 
had not taken a drink of liquor in almost ten 
years of service, an account run in M. Koch’s 
saloon, next door to the Stanton avenue sta- 
tion, reveals the fact that for the month of 
May he purchased more than $11 worth of 
drinks. 

“Not a drink of anything stronger than 
ice cream sdéda have I had in years,” asserted © 
Prendergast when he learned that Lieut. » 
Mulcahy had charged him with intoxication, 
aud he was ordered to appear before the trial 
board. ‘‘ No one can chargé me with drink- 
ing Hquors.”’ 

Saloonkeeper Koch, when questioned, 
emifled and exclaimed that “ Mulcahy prob- 
ably was right.” He admitted the desk ser- 
geant “‘ often called, but never ran a large 
account.” 

Shifting of Men Causes Comment. 

The fact that both men were shifted to 
different stations on the eve of the trial 
board’s meeting, and that the desk sergeant 
failed to appear, caused considerable com- 
ment in police circles. The hearing of the 
charges was continued a week, and it is 
police goseip that when the case is called 
again of Wedmesday a further continuance 
will be granted. 

Just why Lieut. Mulcahy was unable to 
proceed with his charges against his subordi- 
nate was not revealed last Wednesday, and it 
is known that more than a score of policemen 


] in the south side station offered to denounce 


Prendergast. 

As a result of the trouble Lieut Mulcahy 
was sent to the Canalport avenue station, 
Tieut. Maurice Moore being transferred to 
the Stanton avenue station; Sergeant Pren- 
dergast was also transferred from the divi- 
sion and ordered to the Fiftieth street sta- 
tion.

The powers gave 
the birth of the new state their blessing, but 
none of them has been asked to share in 
my efforts. Therefore none, of them pos-

" Bloomington, Ill.,. June 10.—[Special.j— 
Commencement week at the Illinols Wes- 
leyan university was formally opened this 
morning: with the delivery of the baccalau-. 
reate address by Dr: Amos W. Patten, D. D., 
of Northwestern university, Evanston. 

Dr. Patten decried overindulgerice in ath- 
letics and the subordination of mental and 
spititual training to physical. Theappalling 
condition of morals in modern life, he said, 
starts the question as to whether or not our 
educational system has not been at fault. 
More recognition must be given to the moral 
element or else with all our splendid materia] 
progress and brilliant achievements our civil- 
ization will bea failure. American educators 
are waking up more and more to this fact. 

Germany, England, and France, he said, in 
their schemes of education, give large place 
to specific moral and religious training. 
Saber cultivated man needs a trained con- 

science to guide him in the mazes of nicdern 

life. He must have a trained will, so that 
with inflexible purpose he may hold himself 
to high ideals. 

The standard-of manhood, Dr. Patten con- 
tinued, has changed from age to age. The 
heroes of the early ages were men of brawn. 
But Hercules gives way to Pericies, and the 
next type of man is poet, orator, thinker, 
scientist. The highest type of man, however, 
ig the self-mastered man, who subordinates 
body and mind to lofty ethical and spiritual] 
ideals.

FORMER JUDGE G. W. BROWN 
DIES IN THE BRIGGS HOUSE. 


Du Page County Jurist and Banker

PRIME MINISTER SEDDON DEAD. 


Official of New Zealand Succumbs 
Suddenly Aboard Steamer Near 


Sydney. 


SYDNEY, N. 8. W., June 10.—Richard John 
Seddon, prime minister of New Zealand, died 
from heart failure today aboard the steamer 
Owestry Grange, on which he had embarked 
to return to New Zealand, The steamer put 
back into Sydney. Mr. Seddon was 61 ‘years 
of age. 

Mr. Seddon’s death was unexpected. He 
had been in Australia since the middle of 
May. He came here to consult Alfred Dea- 
kin, the prime minister of Australia, on im- 
portant questions, mainly those concerning 
the New Hebrides. He visited the principal 
towns, making vigorous speeches and receiy- 
ing deputations on various matters interest- 
ing to Australia, such as colonia! preference 
and alien immigration. He madea speech at 
Sydney on Saturday, declaring that {it was a 
suicidal policy for the colonies to send trade 
to foreign countries, thus enabling them to 
strengthen their navies. Trade, he sald, 
should go to the motherland, to assist in 
strengthening the British navy. 

When Mr. Seddon sailed this morning he 
appeared to be in his customary health.

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inspection by the Neill and Mohler commis- 
sicn. This is in addition to the report con- 
cerning preservatives. Bad as were therev- 
elations concerning the packing houses made 
in the first Nelll report andthe Mohler report, 
they will not be a circumstance, according 
to the promise made by responsible authori- 
tles today, to those which will be set out in 
the supplemental communication. WNetlll and 
Reyrolds confined their published report to 
what they saw. In the document they now 
are preparing they are incorporatitig the 
evidence of conditions even more filthy and 
d:egusting than they outlined therein. 


Wilson Supports Roosevelt. 


The president does not want to transmit 
further information to congress, but if nec- 
essary, in order to secure the kindof legis- 
lation he believes necessary for the health 
of the people, he will do so. In this he has 
the stanch support of Secretary Wilson. The 
latter said to a friend today that the time 
has passed for compromise. 

“I want this matter fought out now, ™ he 
said. “‘I want it settled for good, so that 
a condition such as has been found in Chi- 
cago never can happen again. We want pro- 
tective legislation for the consumer, packer, 
and carrier, and that is embodied in the Bev- 
eridge amendment. If there is any half way 
measure I shall have no remarks to make 
about it to the public, but I shall have some- 
thing to say in private to the president.” 

The final statement of the secretary was 
interpreted to mean he would recommend 
the veto of the agricultural appropriation 
bill rather than the acceptance of a provi- 
sion in that measure which fails to clothe 
the national government with sufficient au- 
thority to regulate the meat industry. The. 
president has made no secret of his intention 
to take this action if the legislation is not 
as far reaching as he considers advisable. 


Chicago Conditions Typical. 

Secretary Wilson has been urged strongly 
by stock and certain canning interests’ to 
make a statement to the public deciaring 
-he conditions found in Chicago not general, 
As a matter of fact, the administration ac- 
cepts the finding of Messrs. Neill and Reyn- 
olds as typical of the sitvation in packing 
nowes at Kansas City, Omaha, and else- 
wiere. Secretary Wilson will not make any 
public statement at this time. The president 
will do so after legislation has been secured. 
The president regrets as much as any one 
that iunnocent interesis suffered as a result 
of. the guilty practices on the part of the 
packers, and in the statement he proposes 
to make he will clear them of any partici- 
pation in the offenses with which the packer 
hes been charged. 

Miyor Dunne and Dr. Whalen of Chicago 
are following with close attention the action 
of ithe administration im respect to revision 
ef the rules for condemna:ion of animais 
fcunad unsound and unhealthy. Secretary 
Wuldeo- received letters yesterday from these 
two city officials asking for intormation in 
icgerd to the policy of the department in 
reepect to these rules. The secretary re- 
sponded that the interest the presider: and he 
have at present is to obtain effective legisla- 
tion and money which will enable its enforce- 
ment. When these results have been secured 
the secretary said he would be glad to take 
up witn Mayor Dunne the question of re- 

vyiewhg any or all rules. As a matter of 
fact, the secretary now is in correspondence 
on this subject with the most eminent pathol- 
ogists in the country. If it be decided that 
charges will bring a more satisfactory in- 
%,<clion such changes will be made. 


Peace Ought to Be Easy. 

It Goes not seem as if there ought to be 
much difficulty in the way of an agreement 
between the administration and the pack- 
ers. The president is‘willing to accept mod- 
ification of the Beveridge amendment, so 
as to permit the use ef harmiess preserva- 
tives, but he does not intend to legalize 
the use of chemicals in large or small quan- 
tities which are injurious to human health. 
He is willing, also, to discard the provision 
requiring meat shippers to furnish the car- 
rier a certificate showing the sanitary con- 
dition of their establishments, believing that 
the inspection stamp placed upon meat at the 
packing, house will be a sufficient guaran- 
tee. e is insistent, however, upon an ade- 
quate Appropriation, which seems to be the 
main point of difference. He has indicated 
he will accept Mr. Cowan’s suggestion that

Insists on Fee System. .. 


It happens frequently that interetate and 
foreign trade reaches such proportions in the 
early part of the fiscal year that no money- 
is left to pay expenses the latter part of the 
year. This was the case a few months ago, 
when Secretary Wilson went to the house 
agricultural committee and 
fo: additional funds. Mr. orth re-. 
fused to grant the request and lobbied with 
the appropriations committee against it when 
Mr. Wilson appeared before that bedy. A 
serious situation would arise for the meat 
consumers of the country if no inspection 
could be. made during a part of the year. It 
is to avoid anything of the kind that the 
president is insisting that in some way fees 
be permitted in order that the department 
of agriculture may not be under the neces- 
sity of depending upon some man in congress 
like Wadeworth, who is afraid of prcper and 
adequate inspection. The report. comes from 
a good source tonight that the packers will 
accept the Cowan suggestion on this point. 

It is expected by members of the agricul- 
tural committee that an agreement will be 
reached tomorrow night in regard-to changes 
which should be made in. the Beveridge 
amendment. They are paying no attention to 
charges published by a discharged inspector 
named Milne, who contends that the presi-

No Secret Work in Preservatives. 


It is denied tonight that secret service men 
have. been. gathering information to prove 
the extent to which the peckers have used 
preservatives. Asa matter of fact, this work 
was intrusted to Meesrse. Neill and Reynolds. 
Nothing has been done, however, for the 
reason that it was hardly to be supposed the 
packers would continue to use preservatives 
during the present agitation. _ 

When the agricultural committee reports 
the agricultural appropriation bill with a 
meat inspection’ amendment back to the 
hause, the democrats will seek to take ad- 
vantage of the opportunity to put the repub- 
licans on record as opposing the president, 
The bill was received by the house from the 
senate and automatically referred to the com- 
mittee. Upon its return from the committée a 
motion will have to be made to nonconcur in 
the senate amendments. The democrats will 
move to concur, thus placing themselves on 
record as backing the president's policy. In 
order to prevent acceptance of the Beveridge 
amendment, the republicans will have to vote 
down this motion. Speaker Cannon may 
turn this political corner by having a rule 
reported. Probably this will be done.

BLIND TIGER IN AN INDIANA 


TOWN BLOWN UP BY DYNAMITE 


Not All the Explosive Placed in Build- 


ing Went Offtor Whole Village Would 
Have Been Destroyed.’ 


Brooklyn, Ind., June 10—[Special.]—The 
grecery store owned by Patrick Thornberry, 
which was suspected of being a ** blind tiger,” 


‘was completely wrecked by dynamite between 


2 and 8 o'clock this morning. The stock of 
goods was scattered over two or three blocks, 
and the frame and material of the building 
was broken and splintered as though struck 
ky a cyclone. 

Buildings were shaken a half mile away, 
aad those within 100 feet did not have a 
pane of glass left in them. In the débris to- 
day were found eleven sticks of unexploded 
dynamite. If these had gone off nearly the 


‘entire town would have been wrecked. 


Thornberry has been suspeeted for several 
months of running a blind tiger and deter- 
mined efforts were made to catch him sell- 
ing liquor, but he manhged to elude the 
vigilance of the temperance people and posi- 
tive evidence could’: not ‘be secured. Last 
week it was reported that two boys had 
purchased liquor at his store end much in- 
dignation was felt, 

Two other blind tigers have been destroyed 
with dynamite here, No effort was made 
to apprehend the guilty party in either of 
these cases and there will probably be none 


‘in the present Instance. Hundreds of per- 
‘sons’ were brought out on the streets; by 


the explosion, but no sympathy was ®ex- 
pressed for its victim. 

The town wae literally plastered over with 
butter, lard, eggs, and molasses, while cof- 
tee, beans, and green vegetables were strewn 
over the streets and in the yards of resi- 
Gences.

Philadelphia Surgeon Takes Six Stitches 
’ in Gash in Palpitating Organ While 
It Lies in Assistants’ Hands. 


Philadelphia, Pa., June 10.—[Special.]—For 
over forty minutes the pulsating heart of 
Wiliam Wyatt was held in the‘hands of two 
physicians at the Pennsylvania hospital last 
night while Dr. Rid@Mard Hart, hospita! sur- 
geon, sewed six stitches in the organ and 
then replaced it In the body. 

Wyatt, who was at first thought to have 
been fatally cut, was reported to be resting 
comfortably today and the physicians say 
they have every reason to believe the opera- 
tion was successful and the patient will 
recover. 

It was the third time such an operation 
has been performed in the city. Wyatt and 
a friend were scuffiing for possession of a 
long knife when the former slipped and fell 
on its point. Dr. Hart made an incision 
in Wyatt's left side long enough to put his 
Hand through, and, taking out the heart, 
placed it upon the palms of his two assist- 
ants and there it lay, throbbing vigorously 
as it sent the blood coursing through the 
arteries. 

Examination showed that the knife had 
inflicted a wound on the organ an inch and 

ddartee long. In order that the heart's 
action should not be Interfered with it was 
necessary for the surgeon to make stitches 
between puleations, When the operation 
was concluded the organ was put back in 
its proper place.

JURY HOLDS TWO BOYS FOR

Tallahassee, Fia., June 10.—[Special. |—The 


state of Florida will enter the life insurance 
business if Gov. Broward wins the fight he ts 
making to secure the necessary legisiation. 
Public sentiment seems to be with the gov- 
ernor, and the prediction is made that next 
year the commonwealth will be insuring the 
lives of its citizens. 

In his message to the legislature of 1905 
Gov. Broward strongly suggested the enact- 
ment ofsuchalaw. The bill for that purpose 
passed the lower house practically without 
opposition,. but was talked to death in the 
senate on the closing day of the session. The 
governor’s continued examination into the 
details of the question has confirmed his faith 
in the feasibility of the project, 

At his own persona] expense Gov. Broward 
is having prepared for distribution among 
the people a printed argument in favor of the 
state life insurance plan. 


Reasons for State Insurance. 

The following reasons for state insurance 
are set forth by the governor: 

Every policy will be guaranteed by the state. 

Premiums will be low. 

Bonuses will be large—all the earnings of the 
department. 

Policies will be free from restrictions. 

The department will be purely mutual and a'l 
assets and profits will belong to and be distributed 
t» the policy holders. 

Its reserve funds will be invested in the state. 

Its policies will acquire a liberal surrender and 
l-an value after two ycars’ promiums have been 
piid, thus enabling the insured to raise needid 
honey at a low rate of interest at any time without 
being compelled to resort to mortgages. 

The surrender value will be applicd to Keep the 
imurer in force in the event of the premiums fall- 
irg in arrears 

She maximum cost of its policies will be known 
at the start and can not exceed the premium 
named. 

Thé cdst of the policies will be reduced by the 
triennial distribution of the surplus, in'which there 
are no stockholdefs to share. All the surplus will 
be returned to the policy holder. 

State insurance will keep the money of the people 
at home and alll the accumulations will be us d 
for their benefit. When a policy bee mes due, 
either by death or the termination of the period 
insured for, the full amount due will be paid by 
the state, together with all that the policy has 
earned. , 


Refutes Graft Theory. 


After stating the foregoing advantages 
which he believes will flow from state life 
insurance, Gov. Broward says: 

“Those whose interest will lead them to 
oppose state insurance may urge that it will 
open the door for graft; but is there any 
reason to believe that men in authority and 
in positions of public trust will prove more 
venal than our bankers, our busifiess men, 
our attorneys, and doctors, with whom we 
trust our money. our business enterprises, 
our reputations, even our lives dally? 

“On the contrary, the conception of duty 
to the sacred trusts of the people, the faith 
shown in their integrity by their election 
by the people to positions of honor and 
trust will stimulate in these men a keen 
sense of honor and honesty, and’ we may 
assume that they will be incorruptible and 
faithful to the utmost. Nothing grows like 
honesty and truthfulness, once the appetite 
for those redeeming qualities of humanity

Features of Proposed Law. 

The essential features of the law which 
Gov. Broward wishes enacted and put in 
opération are: 

Authority will be given to the state to fo 
into the life insurance business and a bureau 
of life-insurance is created, under the ccn- 
trol of the board of commissioners of state 
institutions—the governcr and his cab:net— 
which board shall prescribe terms and con- 


. ditions for the issuance of life insurance pol- 


icles, which will be binding upon the state. 
The board shall audit claims and prescribe 
rules for the proof of death of the insured. 
Jurisdiction is given to the state courts to 
enter and enforce judgménts against the 
state for failure to pay claims in proven cases. 

Policies are to be signed by the governor 
and state treasurer, and the secretary of 
state shall be the keeper and custodian of 
all records pertaining to the business. An 
insurance fund is created, and all moneys 
received as premiums shall be covered into 
the state treasury and placed to the credit 
of that fund. Five per cent of the receipts of 
such business shall be transferred to the gen. 
eral revenue fund quarterly. 


CENSUS BULLETIN SHOWS GAIN 
BY NATIVES OF WISCONSIN. 


Increase of 181,801 Since 1900, While 
Foreign Born Residents Decrease 
11,029 in the Same Time. 


Madison, Wis., June 10.—[Special. ]—The 
second census bulletin, showing a compiled 
statement of the nativity statistics of Wis- 
consin, has been completed. The bulletin 
shows a total native born population of 1,724.,- 
007 and a foreign born population of 504,942, 
an increase of 181,801 in the former and a de- 


i} crease of 11,020 in the latter schedule, 


It also shows that, of the native born pop- 
ulation, 1,485,159 are natives of Wisconsin 
and 238,848 are natives of other states, an 
increase in the first instance of 188,667 and a 
decrease in the second instance of 8,942 as 
compared with the 1900 statistics. 

The report indicates two changes that are 
taking place. First, the state is gradually 
becoming less of a foreign state. In 1905 the 
percentage of native born citizens was 77.3, 
as compared with 74.5 for 1900, Second, of 
the American born population, the natives of 
Wisconsin are gradually becoming more 
-mumerous both numerically and relatively. 
‘In 1905, 86.1 per cent of native Americans in 
this state were born in Wisconsin as com- 
pared with 84.1 per cent in 1900. 

Russian Poland shows the greatest increase 
@uring the last five years of any foreign coun- 
try. There are now 4,165 more of this race 
than there were five years ago. Russia 
comes next, with.an increase of 3,909, Finland 
third with 2,510, and Austrian Poland fourth 
with a 2,208 increase, 

The most marked decrease is that of Ger- 
many, being 16,623 less than in 1900. The 
Irish born population shows a decrease of 
.§,217 and the Canadian of 3,749. The greatest 
relative increase is in the Grecian born popu- 
lation, In 1900 there were only 68 of this race 
in the state, while in 1905 this had increaseg 
to 878, an increase of 1,400 per cent.

VIENNA, June 10—The reading of Em- 
peror Francis Joseph's speech from the 
throne today was attended by riotous inci- 
Gents.

Meanwhile the anti-semite burgomaster, 
Lueger, addressed an enormous meeting of 
clericals and atiti-semites outside the cham- 


| ber of the parliament building, inveighing 


against Hungary and denouncing Francis 
Kossuth, the Hungerian minister of com- 
merce, as a traitor. 

At the conclusion of the meeting a mob, 
estimated to number 20,000, rushed to the 
Hungarian ministry and there indulged for 
half an hour in: rioteus demonstrations of 
such a serious character as to impel the Aus- 
trian ministers to the unusual course of 
apologizing to the Hungarian ministers. 

During the demonstration Dr. Wekerile, the 
Hungarian premier, and Herr Kossuth came 
to the windows, but were obliged to beata 
speedy rétreat; as their appearance redou- 
bled the violence of the demonstrators.

EXCITING INCIDENTS ATTEND THE 


TELLOF PERILS WITH DOCK 


OFFICERS OF FLEET CONVOYING 
DEWEY RETURN. 


Voyage Across Atlantic and Through 
Mediterranean to Indian Ocean «4 
Succession of Mishaps in Which 


Crews Narrowly Escape Death—Big 


Tow Frequently Adrift for Hours 
—Feat in Wireless One Result of 
Trip—Coaling at Sea from Cruiser.

Philadelphia, Pa., June 10.—[Special.]—The 
gunboat Tacoma and the seagoing tug Poto- 
mac, two.vessels which assisted in towing 
the steel drydock Dewey in the voyage to 


Manila, arrived at League Island navyyard 


this morning. Throughout the day the offi- 
¢ers were busy recounting the perils of the 
trip, and the statements were the only first 
hand ones of the trip that have reached the 
country so far. 

Both vessels left the Dewey after the Suez 
canal had been traversed. Besides estab- 
lishing something unique in towing, the gov- 
ernment made a remarkable discovery in 
wireless telegraphy. Jan, 21 the Dewey and 
flotilla became lost to the government. For 
two weeks nothing had been, heard of the 
Dewey, and the navy department became 
alarmed, as it was thought the dock and es- 
cort had mét a mishap. Admiral Evans, in 
command of the fleet in the West Indies, re- 
ceived orders from the secretary of the navy 
to send out a warship in search of the Dewey 
and to get im communication with the @vet if 


possibie. 
Feat in Wireless. 


Feb. 9 the cruiser Maryland, equipped with 
a wireless instrument, after a search of 
several days, got in communication with the 
Glacier, flagship of the flotilla, by way of 
the wireless station at Cape Hatteras. Tele- 
graphic communication by this method was 
kept up with the United States for more 
than a day. messages traveling from the 
Glacier to Cape Hatteras, through Mary- 
land, a distance of more than 2,000 miles. 

The we kept by officers of the Potomac 
is full of interesting history and hair raising 
experiences. Many times the Dewey broke 
loose from the two boats and several times 
there were narrow escapes from death by 
both officers and crew. 

The entire distance traveled by the Ta- 
coma and Potomac amounted to more than 
12,000 miles. The Dewey, in tow of the Poto- 
mac and escorted by the Tacoma, Brutus, 
and Ceesar, left the Solomon islands Dec. 
28 and anchored at Suez, Egypt, May 1. Ac- 
cording to officers aboard the Potomac orders 
were to take a course due east, but this 
was impossible. The dock became so un- 
manageable and broke away from the tow 
so often the fiotifia was compelied to go 
several thousand miles out of the course. 


Dock Adrift Many Times. 


The following accounts ‘of the trip were 
taken from the log book of the Potomac: 

Friday, Jan. 12, 10a. m.—Dry dock adrift; 
not in tow again until noon the following 
day. 

Jan, 25.—In rough sea; broke loose; was not 
placed in tow for two days. While the offi- 
cers and crew of the Potomac, assisted by 
the other vessels, were attempting to place a 
tow line on the big dock several officers and 
men had narrow escapes from being washed 
overboard. 

Jan. 20.—Dock broke loose again during the 
night and had to be searched for the follow- 
ing day; after much difficulty it was placed 
in tow again. 

The first three timés the Dewey broke 
loose in mid-Atlantic and the fourth time, 

pril 8, was adrift until noon the following 
dt, In the Mediterranean the dock broke 
loése again but was placed in tow after a few 
hours, the Potomac always picking it up. 

Lieut. A. W. Proctor of the Potomac de- 
clared the trip was one of the most dangerous 
ever attempted. During the four months’ 
trip the officers of the Potemac declare there 
was not a week of pleasant weather. The 
sea was rough and the crew and officers were 
compelled for many days at a timie to eat 
their meals standing. 

The latter part of January, the officers of 
the Potomas say, they came the closest to 
death. iA heavy squall struck the fleet. The 
Dewey was carried towards the Potomac, 
which was in danger of being sent to the 
bottom. Officers and crew, in the face of 
great danger, displayed courage and saved 
the tug from destruction by cutting the tow 
line with an ax and steaming quickly away. 

Ahother interesting and new feature of 
the trip was the coaling of the flotilla from 
the cruiser Glacier. Huge rope fenders weig¢h- 
{ng 2,000 pounds were used to prevent the ves- 
sels from bumping together when coaling.

“THE AGE OF CLAMOR.” | 

“One of the speakers at a convention 
recently held here: said regretfully that 

“we are drifting into an age of clamor.” 
He is disturbed by the noise made by peo- 
ple shouting for the abatement of real or 
fancied evils. He wishes they would low- 
er their voices and discuss with gentle- 
manly comp6sure the reforms they advo- 
cate. The difficulty is that‘in an age of 
business and bustle’ he who talks in a 

“ still, small voice” cannot be heard And. 
might as well keep silent. A man mast 
clamor and shriek in order to be heard 
and command attention. 

Most reforms have had to be clamlonet 
for. They could not have been obtained 


‘| otherwise in reasonable time. If they had 


been asked for mildly and conservatively 
the persons whose purses would be touched 
would have maintained a discreet silence 
and -the «general public would not have 
been stirred to action. There would have 
been no factory or child labor legislation 
if it had not been clamored for. The pack- 
ers are improving conditions in their 
houses. They object to the clamor that 
has been raised, and say that if they had 
been told quietly ‘of evils that ought to be 
remedied they would have attended to the 
matter. Perhaps they might have done 
so, but generally the persons who gently 
suggest to the men in charge of a work- 
shop or factory that they should make ex- 
pensive improvements are told to mind 
their own business. o 
There are some desirable reforms which 
are unattainable merely because several 
men with strong lungs are not shouting 
for them and giving highly colored ac- 
counts of dreadful conditions which would 
disappear if the reforms were introduced. 


Attention was called twenty yeare ago to 
‘many of the life insurance abuses which 


have recently been exposed. The state- 
ments were not made vociferously. enough 
to catch the public ear, and the house 


‘cleaning in the companies: was left for the 


“age. of. clamior.” 
It is true that cranks, visioniches, 
pseudo reformers, and mischief makers 


‘are clamoring for unwise or vicious legis- 


lation as‘ loudly as genuine reformers are 
asking for needed legislation. They at- 
tack imaginary evils as strenuously as the 
others do real evils. But the false re-- 
formers are no more noity in this age than 
they have been in preceding ages. The 
public is not'in the’ habit of taking for 
gospel all that it hears from irresponsible 
individuals. It usually remains unmoved 
by their clamor and heeds only that of 
persons whom it looks on as measurably 
responsible.

‘It is the great agent for the removal 
Those who complain the most 
of its. strident, discordant voice are the 


‘ones who are directly or indirectly inter- 


ested in the continuance of the bad condi- 
tions against which clamor is yc 
Thus railroad men think there has een 
an unnecessary clamor against railroad 
management. Deep seated evils cannot be 
cured by whispering against them. 


THE HARBOR OF CHICAGO. 

The real estate board has done well to 
protest against the attempt of Lieut. Col. 
Bixby, United States tngineer at Chicago, 
to bring about the abandonment of the 
inner harbor at Chicago in favor of a new 
outer harbor on the lake front. The stg- 
gestion is not a new one. It has been 
made at intervals for forty.years. In all 
that time there has been no moment s0 
unfavorable as the present for seriousiy 
considering such a change. 

The harbor of Chicago, if the legal defi- 
nition of it be stripped of technicalities, 
is the Chicago river, the main stream and 
the north and south branches with their 
forks. The business of Chicago has grown 
up about the facilities afforded by the 
river for a safe anchorage of lake vessels 
and adequate dock accommodations. As 
time has gone on and the size of lake 
steamers has increased the harbor has 
proved too shallow, but already steps hare 
been taken tu deepen the river. The ‘con- 
struction of the drainage canal. has re- 
moved one objection to the river harbor, 
the foul odors which used to rise from its 
slimy water. Already the south branch 
has become a stream of pure water; and 


and odorless. The removal of the tunnels, 
already ordered by the war departnient, 
and soon to be begun by the city, will re- 
move the obstecles to navigation of the 
river by the largest vessels on the Jakes, 
The construction of a deep waterway to 
the Mississippi, of which the drainage 
channel and the Chieago river are the 
first links, will add to the Importance of 
the wharves and warehouses along ‘the 
stream within the city Hmits. — 

A removal of shipping to the lake front 
would work a revolution in real estate 
values, to the great hardship of the pres- 
ent owners of wharf privileges. The peo- 
ple would lose through the inability ¢f 
the drainage board to rent the docks from 
which at present it is hoped there will 
be a considerable revenue in the future. 
The manufacturers and merchants who 
have located along the river, and have 
expected to avail themselves of the _privi-

It is for this 
‘reason that the express-carrying ordinance 


now. pending in the city council for the Met- 
ropolitan Elevated railway company should 


be scrutinized in respect to its duration. A 


limit on duration is the most effective means 


of public control over a public service cor- 


poration. 
The one great development of-the near 


‘future in the American city is likely to be 


the substitution of mechanical power for 
horse power’ in the distribution of mer- 
chandise. Within half a dozen years from 
3899 almost the entire body of passenger 
traffic in American cities was shifted from 
horse traction to mechanical traction. The 
shift meant greatly increased expedition and 
an enormous expansion in business. It 
meant also an acute “traction problem ” 
in almost every city, because the then exist- 
ing horse car companies used their unex- 
pired rights as a club to force updue con- 
cessions as the price of improvements, Chi- 
cago knows this story only too well. Bqual- 
ly revolutionary changes are probably im- 
pending in the carriage of freight. Thecity 
sheuld have its eyes opened to this pros- 
pect and should remember its traction les- 
sons, 

The city should keep such control over 
this subject of freight carriage that it can 
at all times preseribe proper conditions for 
the business and do so without a protracted 
fight. 
should be made in the initia] and experi- 
mental stage of the business, when its prob- 
able scope and demands are necessarily mat- 
ters of uncertainty. ,Other terms may 
properly be liberal, but the period of the 
grant should be short. 

The ordinance now pending in the coun- 
cil allowing the Metropolitdn Elevated rail- 
way company to inaugurate an express-car- 
rying business runs until 1942, the date of 
expiration of the company’s main franchise, 
There is no sound reason for making the pro- 
posed grant for that precise period, and the 
ldcal transportation committee adopted the 
period with almost no consideration, The 
railroad plant is already in existence, so that 
no large new investment will be required to 
start the express business, and there is no 
other reason on which to defend a long grant. 

The pending ordinance, too, will natural- 
ty be taken as a precedent for the other four 
elevated companies—or for the consolida- 
tion, if it occurs—and a new system of 
freight carriage for the entire city is thus 
in danger of being quietly intrenched, under 
long, fixed grants, without any precedent 
realization by the public of what is taking 
plece. 

The members of the city council should 
grasp the significance of the pending ordi- 
nance. They should remember that there igs 
no real reason for making its term coinci- 
dent with that of the company’s fifty year 
grant. They should realize that the desira- 
bility of having the elevated roads carry 
express matter—and this is altogether de- 
sjrable—should not lead to a hasty and ill- 
cousidered initial franchise on the subject. 
The similar ordinance of a year ago was 
limited in duration to ten years. For vari- 
our reasons the company did not accept it. 
This time limitation, however, is no legiti- 
mate reason for rejection. Good behavior 
by the company would naturally lead to a 
renewal on fair terms. The history of pub- 
lie dealings with transportation companies 
in this city fully warrants the claim that 
such behavior would invariably be met by 
fair treatment on the part of the city. Ten 
years is, therefore, long enough for the 
initial grant for the carriage of freight on 
elevated lines.

the member for the city of London Is en- 
titled—than he resumed once more his opposi-: 
tion to the leaders of his party, thus playing 
into the hands of its adversaries, the liberals, 
'now in power. It is for this reason that he 
‘has literally been driven out of parliament 
by his indignant constituents. His departure 
will not be regretted, for he has been a dis- 
tinct failure there; captious, self-opinionated, 
aggressive, and irritable, he seemed to get on 
the nerves of the house, and his grating 
manners have blinded many people to the 
fine sides of his character. 

Of humble extraction, he was a fellow pupil 
of Sir Henry Irving at the City Commercial 
schcol, and, as a reporter for one of the 
penny dailies, secured the means to study 
for the bar. How homely his appearance is 
+ may be gathered from the fact that the other 
day, after addressing a workingmen’s club 
in a locality where he was comparatively 
urknown, people were heard to remark: 
‘“ What an intelligent gist from a laboring 

man!’’

of oreeding and of early culture possessed by 
most of his fellow members of the English 
bar, he has the faculty of making more 
enemies than friends, which has sometimes 
served to interfere with his success as counsel 
in court.

' gheer lack of tact, to convert the entire con- 
troversy from an issue between the Wilsons 
of Tranby Croft and Sir William Cumming 
ipro an lesue between the latter and the heir 
apparent. Then, too, Sir Edward made the 
great mistake of accepting a retainer on 
behalf of Oscar Wilde and in undertaking 
the acfense of that gifted but ignoble creature 
in bis lawsuit against the late marquis of 
Queeneberry. 

Some few words of explanation are neces- 
rary concerning the decree just granted by 
the papacy annulling the marriage of Prince 
Frederick Schoenburg-Waldenburg and 
Princess Alice of Bourbon; daughter of the 
Spanish pretender, Don Carlos. For the de- 
cree has been granted against the prince 
and in favor of the princess, although she 
adimitted that the boy to whom she had given 
birth in 1902 was not the offspring of her 
husband, and “that she subsequently had 
el4ped with Capt. del Prede of the Eleventh 
Cavalry regiment of the Italian army, with 
whom, although a Catholic, she had con- 
trected@ a civil marriage after the decree 
of divorce granted by the tribunals of Dres- 
den ir December, 1908. In 1904 she gave 
birth to another son, of whom Capt. del 
Prede was likewise the father. 


> 


The evidence presented by the princess to 
the vatican, and.confirmed by testimony 
obtained from’ the courts of Dresden and 
‘by the admissions of the prince himself, 
went to show that he had been husband of 
the infanta only in name, and that.it was 
impossible for him to have been the father 
of her child. In fact, the circumstances 
were such as to call for the canonical an- 
nulment of the union, which, in the eyes of 
the church, according to the decree gust 
granted, never actually has existed. It is 
even said that Don Carlos, the father of the 
princess, approved of her leaving Prince 
Schoenburg at the time and had she waited 
until now to give her heart to Capt. de? 
Prede and to become the mother of her two 
boys, few people would have been found to 
throw stones at her. Indeed, Prince Schoen- 
burg, to whom she was married at Venice 
by the present pope when the latter was 
patriarch of Venice, has been shown to be 
an utterly contemptible creature.

The princess will now be able to complete, 
by means of a religious marriage, the civil 
union which she contracted with Capt. del 
Prede in 1904. Her second boy, born subse- 
quent to that civil marriage, is perfectly le- 
gitimate in the eyes of the law of the coun- 
try to which he now belengs by marriage— 
namely: Italy. But her eldest boy, who fig- 
ures in the Almanach de Gotha for 1906 as 
“ Prince Charles Schoenburg-Waldenburg,”’ 
and as a full fledged scion of one of the old- 
est of the dynasties formerly exercising pet- 
ty sovereignty in Germany, now becomes il- 
legitimate, and, as such, divested of his titles 
and honors. Im fact, the decree of the vati- 
can, to the effect that there has been no mar- 
riage in the canonical sense of the word be- 
tween Prince Frederick and Princess Alice, 
entails the dis@ppearance of the 4 year old 
boy from the Almanach de Gotha and reduces 
him from the status of a prince of semi-sov- 
ereign rank to that of a foundling. 

The princess, after leaving Prince Freder- 
ick, ived for a time at Verona, where she oc- 
cupied a furnished villa, under the incognito 
name of ** Mme. Blucher,”’ Capt. del Prede 
being attached at the time to the garrison at 
Verona. But after the divorce had been pro- 
nounced and; she had civilly married the 
captain he was transferred to Naples, where 
his regiment is now stationed: The captain 
is of excellent family, but has little beyond 
his pay, and the couple, like Princess Elvira 
of Bourbon and the painter Folchi, are de- 
pendent, to a great extent, upon what they 
are able to extort through their lawyers 
from their father, Don Carlos, who is fight- 
ing tooth and nail to retain possession of the 
fortune of their dead mother, the duchegs cf 
Madrid, and which he seeks to withhold from 
them on the amusing pretext that they have 
“ disgraced ” _ him by their “affaires de 
eceur."’
